Albany, Ga., May 15.—(Special.)—The 
Constitution's Thomas flyer has christ- 
ened the new Andersonville-Thomas- 
ville ‘highway, coming through from 
Atlanta to Albany with a perfect score. 

All along the new route as establish- 
ed at the Albany meeting of April 25, 
there is the highest enthusiasm and 4 


rousing attendance is promised at to- 


morrow'’s meeting of the executive 
committee, which is called to plan how 
this highway can be completed in the 
shortest time. 

Every one of the sixteen counties 
will be well represented, not only by 
their executive committeemen, but in 
many instances by other good roads en- 
thusiasts, who are coming to help push 
the work along. The Constitution's 
car which has made ten first official 
trips over this route, a handsome, 6-40 
Thomas lai attracted marked atten- 


tion at eVery stop. 

Without a Flurry at High Speed. 

Driven by Manager H. B. Odell, of the 
Auto Company, it came through with- 
out a flurry, making the entire trip on 
the high speed, and without a stop to 
turn a single bolt or nut. 

The performance of the Thomas Fly- 
er was a remarkable one in view of 
the-coendition of some of the roads on 
the new route, which must be given 
considerable attention before they can 
be brought up to the standard which 
has already been séet by some of 
progressive south Georgia counties. 
fact, the worst stretch of road on 
new route is in Clayton scarcely 
miles out of Atlanta. 

The roads of Fayette are slightly 
better; those of Spaiding are perhaps 
the best between Atlanta and Fort Val- 
ley. Pike and Upson have much work 
to do, if they want the new highway as 
has also Crawford. But Crawford is al- 
ready at work with a determination 
to have and to hold this road. In Craw- 
ford there are now fifty convicts at 
work and it is proposed to make the 
road from the Upson to the Houston 
county line one of the finest sand-clay 
roads in the state. Houston county's 
roads are fiine and those of Macon 
county are in the same good shape, ex- 
cepting tRat about 8 miles of the new 
highway from Oglethorpe to Anderson- 
ville remains to be built. 

Julian Lane to Get Busy. 

The work on this link is now consid- 
ered the most important on the south- 
ern portion of the new route, and 
Superintendent of Roads Julian Lane, of 
Macon county, has promised to get on 
it at the earliest possible moment. Sum- 
ter county, whose roads have become a 
model for the whole state, is just com- 
pleting her portion of the Anderson- 
ville road and it is a beauty. Clear on 
to Albany everything is in fine shape, 
except a l2mile stretch in Lee, upon 
which the entire county gang is now 
employed and which it is promised is 
going to be a prize winner when com- 
pleted. 

Practically every point passed on the 
Andersonville-Thomasvillé route by 
The Constitution's Thomas Flyer stated 
it would be represented at tomorrow's 
meeting here.

Added Impulse Given to the 
Local Movement for Univer- 
sal Peace, Inaugurated in City 
by ‘The _ Constitution --- Dr.

Added impulse was given yesterday 
to the local movement for universal 
peace inaugurated by The Constitu- 
tion, when, at’ ee ens 
terly address delivered by Dr. H. C. 
White, of the University of Georgia, 
before a representative gathering in 
Wesley Memorial church, the Georgia 
Peace Society was organized with Dr. 
White as its president. 

Every person in the audience, which 
included some of the most influential 
men of Georgia, became a member of 
the Georgia Peace Society, and in so 
doing pledged his active support of 
this great movement whieh will re- 
ceive its highest expression in the 
monster Peace day mass meeting to 
be held in the Auditorium-Armory On 
the afternoon of Sunday, May 28. 

The Constitution Lauded. 

Several times during the meeting 
The Constitution was lauded for its 
propaganda in favor of universal pesce 
and praised for crystallizing a wide- 
spread public opinion in this respect. 
In this connection Dr. White said: 
. “I want to take advantage of 
opportunity to publicly thank 
Clark Howell for those admirable edi- 
torials which have appeared in The 
Constitution. They have created a 
unified opinion on this matter 
throughout the south.” 

Rev. Dr. Hughlett proposed that a 
Georgia Peace Society be organized. 
“I move,” he continued, “that Mr. 
Howell, whose excellent work has 
started all this, be requesteg to take 
steps towarg the establishment of such 
a society.”’ 

Dr. Enos Brown then arose and 
stated that as a representative of the 
American Peace Society he had been 


authorized to establish a Georgia 
branch of the organization.

Interpreted So as to Limit 
its Application to Acts of 
“Undue” Restraint of Trade 
and Not “Every” Restraint 
of Trade~-Justice Harlan 
Dissented From the Opinion. 


Washington, May 15.—The Standard 
Oil Company of New Jersey and its 


nineteen subsidiary corporations were 
declared today by the supreme court 
of the United States to be a conspir- 
acy and combination in restraint of 
trade. It was also held to be monopo- 
lizing interstate commerce in vicela- 
tion of the Sherman anti-trust law. 
The dissolution of the combination was 
ordered to take place within six 
months. 

Thus ended the tremendous struggle 
on the part of the government, to put 
down, by authority of law, a combi- 
nation: which it claimed was a menace 
to the industrial and economic ad- 
vancement of the entire country. 

Only One Discordant Note. 
bt the. same time the court inter- 
preted the Sherman “anti-trust Jaw so 
as to limit its application to acts or 
“undue” restraint of trade and not 
“every” restraint of trade. It was on 
this point that the only discordant note 
was heard in the court. Justice Har- 
lan dissented, claiming that cases al- 
ready. decided by the court had deter- 
mined once for all that the word “un- 
due” or “unreasonable” or similar 
words, were not in the statute. He de- 
clared that the reasoning of the court 
in arriving at its finding was, in effect, 
legislation which belonged in every in- 
stance to congress and not to the 
courts. 

Ever since the decree in this case in 
the lower court, the United States cir- 
cuit court for the eastern district of 
Missouri, was announced, hope has been

Resolution Asking for Amend- 
ment to City Charter Intro- 
duced in Council---Many Mat- 
ters of Importance Are Con- 
sidered. 


One @ the most important measures 
ever introduced in council came ‘up 
yesterday afternoon in the shape of a 
resolution by Councilman Chambers 
which provided for an amendment to 
the city charter giving Atlanta the 
right to lay a separate system of sew- 
ers, 69 that the city’s sewage and storm 
water will be taken care of in sepa- 
rate sewers. At present, Atlanta has 
only one system of sewers, and dur- 
ing heay rains it is impossible to prop- 
erly take care of the sewage. The res- 
Olution was adopted. When the city 
chartef is amended council will take 
the necessary steps to change the city’s 
sewer system, 

A resolution by GQouncilman Cham- 
bers calling for a charter amendment 
authorizing the city to prohibit any 
city official from being interested in 
city contracts was referred to the or- 
dinance committee. 

Tax Ordinance Is Read. 

The tax ordinance for this year, the 
important changes in which have been 
published in The Constitution, was read 
once and referred to the tax committee, 
with the instruction to report at the 
meeting of council on the first Mon- 
day in June. 

Councilman.Nutting introduced a res- 
olution providing for a charter amend- 
ment and a change in the law creating 
the board of county commissioners, so 
as to allow the chairmen ‘of the coun- 
cil committees on finance and streets 
to be members of the county board. 
The resolution was referred to the 
street committee. 

Alderman Maddox introduced a reso- 
lution for the appointment of a com- 
mittee of three to make a report on 
the feasibility of placing a public com- 
fort in the Pryor street underpass.

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HE READ’ THE OPINION. 
IN THE OIL TRUST CASE 
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MISTRIAL ENDS 
MRS. LYNN: CASE 


At a late hour last night the jury in 
the case of Mrs. Rachel Lynn, on trial 


on the charge of assault with intent to 
murder, reported it was unable to 
reach an agreement and qa mistrial was 
declared. 

The case attracted a large crowd, 
even nicely dressed and well-appearing 
women being in the audience. These, 
however, and all persons of minor age 
were excluded from the court room by 
Judge Roan before-any of the testi- 
mony was gone into, 

The charge, one of three, was assault 
with intent to murder. .Mrsa. Lynn tes- 
tified briefly; Mrs. John 8. Bratton, 
main witness for the state, remained on 
the stand for about an half-hour, and 
Dr. O. C. Fanning and numerous other 
witnesses, both for the state and the 
defense, were put on the stand. 

Mrs. Lynn, in a very brief and very 
composed statement to the jury, said 
that she knew nothing of criminal prac- 
tices,‘ that until Mrs. Bratton and the 
Hawkins girl applied to her at her 
Washington street home for board she 
had never seen nor heard of them, and 
that they had never visited her at her 
King street home. 

Mrs. Bratton swore that Mrs. Lynn 
had performed a criminal operation 
pon the Hawkins girl in her (Mrs. Brat- 
ton’s) presence, and Dr. O. C. Fanning; 
formerly superintendent of the. Wesley 
Memorial hospital, stated, on @ath, that 
Miss Corrie ‘Hawkins’ baby had been 
killed before birth. 

Miss Hawkins was not in court, Offi- 
cer Hollingsworth stating that he had 
not been able to locate her. 

Throughout the defense introduced 
witness after witness td prove that 
Mrs. Bratton was not a woman of. good 
repute; but the prosecutors put Treas- 
urer J. Pope Bro on the stand and 
Colonel J. W. Lindsey, both of whom 
had boarded at the Bratton home, to 
testify that as far as they had dis- 
Bratton was an honest, 
hard-working woman at the time they 
were in her house. 

J. A. Boone, the man whom Mrs. Brat- 
ton said went with the Hawkins girl 
and herself to the Lynn home, denied, 
under oath, that he had ever known 
Miss Hawkins, though he admitted ac- 
quaintance with Mrs. Bratton, and he 
declared that he had never been near 
the Lynn home. 

At the afternoon/Session a number of 
witngsses were introduced to testify 
against Mrs. Bratton's character. Short- 
ly after 3 o’clock argument in the case 
started, lasting about an hour and a 
half, the jury then retiring. 

There are two other indictments 
against Mrs. Lynn. They will probably 


not be tried before the same jury, but 
will be taken up as. soon as possible.

for contempt growing out of the liti- 
gation betweeh the Bucks Stove and 
Range Company and the federation.

ings. This grant of power probably 
will not be accepted ‘and the case prac- 
tically is ended with today’s decision. 

Fine Only Could bé Imposed. ,

TUNCER LURKS 


By Johu Corrigan, Jr. 

May 15.—( Special. )— 
While the decision of the 
court in the oil case is against the 
greatest trust ever organized in the 
history of the worid, it is not regarded 
as much of a victory for the people 
who have forced the fight against the 
outlaw monopoly. 

Justice Harlan, in a biting minority 
opinion, practically charged the court 
with changing the language of the 
act of congress. The venerable Ken- 
tuckian asserted, in effect, that the 
court was making the law anew by its 
interpretation of it, a practice which 
he stigmatized as one of the most dan- 
gerous of the timés. 

The decision of the court makes the 
trust issue one of the greatest before 
the American people today. it is cer- 
tain to be pressed and fought out at 
this session of congress. Senator La 
Follette said this. afternoon that he re- 
gards the decision as dangerous, while 
Senator Culberson, of Texas, declared 
that the opinion of the court reasons 
‘away the law. 

Harian Right, Says Culberson, 

Senator Culberson is one of the 
greatest lawyers in the senate. He 
held that Justice Harlan was absolute- 
ly correct in his criticism of the’ opin- 
ion of the court. He made the follow- 
ing comment on the decision: 

“It ought to be extremely gratifying 
to all opponents of monopoly that the 
supreme court of the United States to- 
day affirmed the decree of dissolution 
against the Standard Oil Company. 
While this is true, and while the con- 
clusion in the particular case is cor’ 
rect, yet, in my judgment, the opinion 
of the court, delivered by Chief Justice 
White, is an unfortunate one for the 
country. This opinion overrules the 
Gecision of the supreme court in the 
traffic association cases, as well as the 
many similar cases where the anti- 
trust act was construed as prohibiting 
all restraints of interstate trade and 
all monopolies of such trade, no mat- 
ter of what character. The former 
construction of the fact by the supreme 
court had. been accepted and acted upon 
for years, and congress though often 
urged to do so refused to amend the 
act to accord with the view taken by 
the court today. This construction, 
moreover, was approved by the coun- 
try except by the extreme corporate in- 
.terests. The opinion of the majority 
“today as to the construction of the 
act, is pure judicial legislation, for 
which the trusts have been contending 
for fifteen years, and which will be 
used by them to further their combi- 
nations and conepiracies against trade. 

Question Will Be Confused, 

“Tihereafter the question will always 
be oonfused with the supposed intent 
of the conspirators in these exploita- 
tions, rather than confined to the sin- 
gie issue of the actual existence of 
combination or monopoly. The classi- 
fication of good trusts and bad trusts 
has at last received the highest judi- 
cial sanction. 

“Against. this I agree absolutely and 
thoroughly with the dissenting opinion 
of Mr. Justice Harlan, and if the opin- 
jon of the chief justice is adhered to 
in this and in the tobacco case, as I pre- 
sume it will be, the law ought to be 
amended at once, so as to express be- 
yond judicious interpretation that view 
of the law which has heretofore obtain- 
ed and which has met the approval and 
requirements of the country.”

Today, as on previous decision days 
for months past, rival broker agents 
with. messengers in line to the various 
telephone and telegraph instruments 
throughout the capitol were on hand, 
but to their dismay the announce- 
ment of the decision was not begun 
until an hour after the closing of the 
stock markets. 

Many expected that the decision of 
the court in the dissolution suit against 
Tobacco Corporation would be 
handed down immediately after the 
decision in the Standard Oil case. This 
was not done, however, but the de- 
cision is expected on May 29, the last 
decision day of the court until next 
October. 


; Case,

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New Test of Reasonableness. 
The opinion of the court today was 
construed to mean that the tobacco 
like every other case in which

down in the Standard Oil decision. 

By far the greater portion of the 
opinion of the chief justice was de- 
voted to the justification of the court 
in requiring that the “rule of reason” 
be applied to restraints of trade be- 
fore they were held to be violations 
of the Sherman anti-trust law. The 
court found this justification in the 
common law of the forefathers and in 
the general law of the country at the 
time the Sherman antli-trugt law was 
passed. In short, the court held that 
the technical words of the statute 
were to be given the meaning which 
those words had in the common law, 
and in the law of the country at the 
time of the enactment. This meaning 
of the words, according to the court, 
called for the exercise of reason in de- 
terminating what restraints of trade 
were prohibited. 

The Opinion of the Chief Justice. 

Chief Justice White, in his opinion, 
first reviewed the preliminary proceed- 
ings in the case in the circuit court of 
the United States for the eastern dis- 
trict of Missouri. He restated the essen- 
tial points in the bill of the govern- 
ment asking for the dissolution of the 
Standard Oil and the answer question- 


ing the jurisdiction of the.court and 


denying the claims of the government. 
He dismissed the objection to the juris- 
diction in a few words by holding that 
it was not well founded. He then came 


to the argumetns as to the law and the 


facts in the case, saying that out of 
the “jungle” of law ‘and facts, both 
sides were agreed only in one thing, 
and that was that the determination of 
the controversy rested upon the proper 
construction and application of the first 
and second sections of the anti-trust 
acts. The views of the two sides as to 
the law, the chief justice said, were as 
wide apart as the poles. The same he 
said was true as to the facts. 

“Thus on the one hand with relent- 
less pertinacity and minuteness of 
analysis,” said the chief justice, “it is 
insisted that the facts established that 
the assailed combination took its birth 
in a purpose to unlawfully acquire 
wealth by oppressing the public and 


destroying the just rights of others, and 


that its entire career exemplifies an in- 
exorable carrying out of such wrongful 
intents, since, it is asserted the path- 
way of the combination from the begin-’ 
ning of @he time of the filing of the 
bill is marked with constant proofs of 
wrong inflicted upon the public, and is 


strewn with the wrecks resulting from 
crushing out without regard to law the 


individual rights of others. 
Menace to Freedom of Trade. 


“It is asserted that-the existence of 
the principal corporate defendant, the 
Standard Oil Company, of New Jersey, 
with its vast accumulation of property, 
because of its potency for harm and 
the dangerous example which its con- 
tinued existence affords, Is an open and 
enduring menace to all freedom of trade 
and a by-word and reproach to all mod- 
ern economic methods. 

“On the other hand, in a powerful 
analysis of the facts, it is insisted that 
they demonstrate that the origin and 
development of the vast business which 
the defendants control was but the fre- 
sult of lawful competitive methods, 
guided by economic genius of the high- 
est order, sustained by courage, by a 
keen insight into the commercial situ- 
ation resulting in the acquisition of 


great wealth, but at the same time serv- 


ing to stimulate an increased produc- 
tion to widely extend the distribution 
of the products of petroleum at a cost 
largely below that which would other- 
wise have prevailed, thus proving to be 
at one and the same time a benefaction 


to the general public, as well as an enor- 


mous advantage to individuals.” 
Single Point of Concord. 


In this state of affairs, the chief 
justice seized upon the single point of 
concord, namely, the application of the 
two sections of the Sherman anti-trust 
law, as the initial basis of an examina- 
tion of the contention. The rest of his 
opinion divided itself into a considera- 
tion of the meaning of the Sherman 
anti-trust law in the light of the com- 
mon law and the law of the United 
States at the time of its adoption, the 
contentions of the parties concerning 
the act and the scope and effect of the 
decisions of the supreme court, the ap- 
plication of the statute to the facts, 
and, lastly, the remedy. 

In striving to get at the meaning of 
the two sections*o0f the law he said the 
sole subject with which the first sec- 
tion dealt was “restraint of trade,” and 
that thé “attempt to monopolize and 
monopolization” was the subject of the 
second sections. The chief justice said 
that in getting at the meaning of these 
words he would be guided by the prin- 
ciple that where words are employed in 
a statute, which at the time had a well- 
known meaning in. common law, or ‘in

tion to make sure that no form of con- 
tract or combination by which an un- 
state or foreign 
commerce was brought about could 
save such restraint from condemnation. 
The statute uhder this view evidenced 
the intent not to restrain the right to 
make and enforce. contracts, whether 
resulting from combinations or other- 
wise, which did net unduly restrain 
interstate or foreign commerce, but to 
protect that commerce from being re- 
Strained by methods, whether old or 
new,.whbhich would constitute an inter- 
ference that is an undue restraint. 


Some Standard Necessary. 


“(c) And. as the contracts or acts 
embraced in the provision were not 
expressly defined, since the enumera- 
tion addressed itself simply te classés 
of acts, those classes being broad 
enough to embrace every conceivable 
contract or combination which could be 
made concerning the trade or com- 
merce or the subjects ef such com- 
merce, and thus caused any act done 
by any of the enumerated methods any- 
where in the whole field of human ac- 
tivity, to be illegal, if in restraint of 
trade, it inevitably follows that the 
provision necessarily called for the ex- 
ercise of judgment which required that 
some standard should be resorted to 
for the purpose of determining wheth- 
er the prohibitions contained in the 
statute had or had not, in any given 
case, been violated. Thus not specify- 
ing, but indubitably contemplating and 
requiring a standard, it follows that it 
was intended that the standard of rea- 
son which had been applied at the 
common law and in. this country in 
dealing with subjects of the charac- 
ter embraced by the statute, was in- 
tended to be the measure used for the 
purpose of determining whether in a 


‘} given case a particular act had or had 


brought about the wrong against which 
the statute provided.” 


To Prevent Evasion. 


As to the second section. he said the 
investigation of the common law and 
of law at the time the Sherman act 
was passed, established that it was in- 
tended to supplemént the first and to 
make sure that by no possible 
guise could the public policy embodied 
in the frst section be frustrated op 
evaded. Having in the first section 
forbidden all means of monopoliza- 
tion trade, that is, unduly‘ restraining 
it by means of every contract, combi- 
nation, etc., the second section, accord- 
ing to the chief justice, “seeks, if pos- 
sible, to make the prohibition to the 
act all the more complete and perfect 
by embracing all attempts reach the 
end prohibited by tthe first sec- 
tion by any -attempt to monopo- 
lize or monopolization thereof, even 
although the acts by which such re- 
sults are attempted to be brought 
about, or are brought about, be not 
embraced within the general enumera- 
tion of the first section.”’ 

The Rule of Reason. 

Here the chief justice first spoke of 
using the “rule of reason” in applying 
the statute to any given case. He 
said: 

“And of course, when the second sec- 
tion is thus harmonized with and made, 
as it was intended to be, the comple- 
ment of the first, it becomes obvious 
that criteria to be resorted to in any 
given case for the purpose of ascertain- 
ing whether violations of the section 
have been committed, is the gule of 
reason guided by the established law 
and by the plain duty to enforce the 
prohibitions of the act and thus the 
public policy which its restrictions 
were obviously enacted to subserve. 
And it is worthy of observation, as we 
have previously remarked concerning 
the common aw, that although the 
Statute by the comprehensiveness of 
the enumerations embodied in hoth the 
first and second sections makes it as- 
siduously certain that its purpose was 
to prevent undue restraints of every 
kind or nature, nevertheless, but the 
omission of any direct prohibition 
against monopoly in the concrete, it in- 
dicates a consciousness that the free- 
dom of the individual right to contract 
when not unduly or improperly exer- 
cised was the most efficient means for 
the prevention of monopoly since thea 
operation of the centrifical and cen- 
tripetal forces resulting from the right 
to freely contrac® was the means by 
which monopoly would be inevitably 
prevented if no extraneous or sovereign 
power imposed it and no right to make 
unlawful contracts having a monopo- 
ligtic tendency were permitted. In oth- 
er words, that freedom to contract was 
the essence of freedom from undue re- 
straint on the right to contract. 

The Meaning of the Statute. 

The chief justice next considered the 
contention’ of the parties as to the 
meaning of the statute. He said in 
substance the propositions of the gov- 
ernment were reducible to the claim 
that the language of the statute em- 
braced “every contract, combination, 
etc., in restraint of trade” and left no 
room for the exercise of judgment but 
simply imposed the plain duty of apply- 
ing its prohibitions to every case with- 
in its literal language. The error of 
the government on this point, Chief 
Justice White said, was in assuming 
that the decision of the court had de- 
cided in accordance of its contentions. 

“This is true,” said the chief justice, 
“because as to the acts which may 
come under the classes stated in the 
first section and the restraint of trade 
to which that section applies, are not 
specifically enumerated or defined, it ig 
obvious that judgment must in every 
case be called into play in order to de- 
termine whether a particular act is em- 
braced within the statutory classes and 
whether if the act is within such class- 
es ifs nature or effect causes it to be 
a restraint of trade within the intend- 
ment of the act. 

“To hold to the contrary would re- 
quire the conclusion either that every 
contract, act or combination of any 
kind or nature, whether it operated a 
restraint on trade or not, was within 
the statute and thus the statute would 
be destructive of all right to contract 
Or agree or combine in any respect 
Whatever as to subjects embraced in 
interstate trade or commerce, or if 
this conclusion were not reached, then 
the contention would require it to be 
held that if the state did not define 
the things to which it related and ex- 
cluded resort to the only means by 
which the acts to whith it relates 
could be ascertained—the light of rea- 
son—the enforcement of.the statute 
was impossible because of its uncer- 
tainty. 


Reom for But One Conclusion. 


“This merely generic enumeration 
which the statute makes of the acts 
to which it refers ang the absence of 
any definition of restraint of trade as 
used in the statute leaves room for 
but one conclusion, which is that it is 
expressly designed not to unduly limit 


the application of the act by precise/t 


definition, but while clearly fixing a 


it was deemed es-‘ 
sential by an all-embracing enumera-| 
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White declared that the general lan- 


guage of those opinions hag been sub- 
sequently explained and held not to 
justify the broad significance at- 


tributed to them. 

“And in order, not in the slightest 
degree to be wagting in frankness, 
said the chief justice, “we say that in- 
sofar, however, as by separating the 
general language used in the opinions 
in the tteight association and joint 
traffic cases from the context and the 
subject and parties with which the 
cases were concerneg it may be con- 
ceived that the language referred to 
conflicts with the construction which 
we give the statute, they are neces- 
sarily now limiteq and qualified. We 
see no possible escape from this con- 
clusion if we are to adhere to the 
many cases decided in this country in 
which the anti-trust law has been ap- 
plied and enforced and if the duty to 
apply and enforce that law in the fu- 
ture is to continue to exist. The first 
is true, because the construction which 
we now give the statute does not in 
the slightest degree’ conflict with a 
single previous ‘case decided concern- 
ing the anti-trust law aside from the 
contention as to the freight associa- 
tion and joint traffic cases, and be- 
cause everyone of those cases applied 
the rule of reason for the purpose of 
determining whether the subject be- 
fore the court was within the statute. 
The second is also true since, as we 
have already pointed out, unaided by 
the light of reason, it Is impossible to 
understand how the statute may \in 
the future be enforced and the public 
policy which it establishes be made 


efficacious.” 
The Facts Taken Up. 

The chief justice next took up the 
facts ang the applications of the stat- 
ute to them. The court found that the 
result of enlarging the capital stock 
of the Standard Oil Company of New 
Jersey and the acquisition by that 


company of the shares of the stock of 


the other corporations in exchange for 
its certificates gave to the corpora- 
tion an enlarged and more perfect 
sway and control over the trade and 
cammerce in petroleum and its prod- 
ucts. The-effect of this, Chief Justice 
White said, the lower court held, was 
to destroy “the potentiality of compe- 
tition,” which otherwise would have 
existed to such an extent as to be a 
combination or conspirary in restraint 
of trade in violation of the first sec- 
tion of the act and also be an attempt 
to monopolize and a monopolization to 
bring about a perennial violation of 
the second section. 

“We see no cause to doubt the cor- 
rectness of these conclusions,” said the 
chief. justice, “considering the subject 
from every aspect, that it both in view 
of the facts established by the record 
and the necessary operation and effect 
of the law as we have construed it up- 
on the inferences deducible from the 
facts for the following reasons: 

Control Over Petroleum. 


“A Because the unification of pow- 
er and control over petroleum and its 
products which was the inevitable re- 
sult of the combining in the New 
Jersey corporation by the increase of 
its stock and the transfer to it of the 
stocks of so many other corporations 
aggregating so vast @& capital, gives 
rise, in and of itself in the absence of 
countervailing circumstances to say 
the least to the prima facia presump- 
tion of intent and purpose to maintain 
the dominancy over the oil industry, 
not as a result of normal methods o 
industrial development but by new 
means of combination which were re- 
sorted to in order that greater power 
might be added than would otherwise 
have arisen had normal methods been 
followed, the whole with the purpose 
of excluding others from the trade and 
thus centralizing in the combination 
a perpetual control of the movements 
of petroleum and its products in the 
channels of interstate commerce. 

“B. Because the prima facia pre- 
sumption of intent to restrain trade to 
monopolize and to bring about monop- 
olization resulting from the act of ex- 
panding the stock of the New Jersey 
corporation and vesting it with such 
vast control of the oil industry is made 
conclusive by considering, (1) the con- 
duct of the persons or corporations 
who were mainly instrumental in 
bringing about the extension of power 
in the New Jersey corporation before 
the consummation of t result and 
prior to the formation of the trust 
agreements of 1879 and 1882; (2) by 
considering the proof as to what was 
done under ose agreements and the 
acts which immediately preceded the 
vesting of power in the New Jersey 
corporation as well as by weighi 
the miodes in which the ttt veste 
in that corporation has deen exerted 
and the results which have arised from 
it.” 

Acts of Oil Trust Scored, 

In subjecting to scrunity the acts and 
doings of the Standard Oi] in the long 
distant past for the purpose of getting 
assistance in discovering intent and 
purpose, Clilef Justice White left a cut- 
ting remark. 

“We think no disinterested mind can 
gurvey the period in question without 
being irresistibly driven to the con- 
clusion that the very genius for com- 
mercial development and organization 
which it would seem was manifested 
from the beginning, soon begot an in- 
tent and purpose we exclude others, 
which was frequently 
acts and dealings wholly inconsistent 
with the theory that they were made 
with the single conception of advanc- 
ing the development of business power 
by usual methoés, but which, on the 
contrary, necessarily involved the in- 
tent to drive others from' the field and 
to exclude them from their right to 
trade and thus accomplish the mastery 
which was the end in view. 


“and considering the period from the 


t f the trust agreements of 1879 
a 1882, up to the time of the ex- 
pansion of the New Jersey corporation, 
the gradual extension of the 
over the commnares ied bate Bt 
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poe in each district in oil was turn- 


ed over to a designated corporation 
within the combination and all others 
were excluded, all lead the mind up 
to a conviction of a purpose and intent 
which, we think, is so certain-as prac- 


tically to cause the subject not to be 


within the domain of reasonable con- 
tention. 

“The inference that no attempt to 
monopolize could have been intended, 
and that no monopolization resulted 
from the acts complained of, since it 
is established that a very small per- 
centage of the crude oil produced was 
controlled by the combination, is un- 
warranted. 

Intent to Monopoliszse. 


“As substantial power over the crude 
product was the inevitable result of 
the absolute control which existed over 
the refined product, the monopolization 
of the one carried with it the power 
to control the other, and if the infer- 
ence which this situation suggests 
were developed, which we deem kt un- 
necessary to do, they might well serve 
to add additional cogency to the pre- 


sumption of intent to monopolize which’ 


we have found arises from the un- 
questioned proof on other subjects.” 

The chief justice at one point in his 
opinion took up some of the conten- 
tions of the defendants, particularly 
that based on the famous Knight case, 
criticised by Colonel Roosevelt. This 
contention was that the Sherman anti- 
ene law could not be applied to the 
Standard Oil because to do so would be 
to extend the power of congress beyond 
the reach of its authority. 

The chief justice said this conten- 
tion as to the hadlding in the Knight 
case was unsound. 

The court then considered the argu- 
ments that the statute could not be ap- 
plied under the facts tn the case with- 
out impairing rights of property and 


destroying the freedom of contract of 


trade which is essentially necessary to 
the well being of society. 

“But the ultimate foundation of all 
these arguments,” ‘said the chief jus- 
tice, “is the assumption that reason 
may not be resorted to in interpreting 
and applying the statute, and, there- 
fore, that the statute unreasonably re- 
stricts the right to contract and unrea- 
sonably operates upon the right to ac- 
quire and hold property. As the prem- 
ise is demonstrated to be unsound by 
the construction we have given the 
statute, of course, the propositions 
which rest upon that premise néed not 
be further noticed.” ! 


Applying the Remedy. 
Finally the chief justice came to ap- 


ply the remedy. He said that ordinarily 
where violations of the act were found 


[to have been committed, it would suf- 
fice to enjoin further violations. 


In a 
case, however, where a monopolization 
or, attempt to monopolize was estab- 
lished, or the existence of a combina- 
tion is proved, the continuance of which 
was perennial violation of the statute, 
further relief was called for. 

The lower court, he pointed out, had 
first enjoined the combination, and in 
effect dirgcted its dissolution; second, 
forbid the New Jersey corporation from 
exercising any control by virtue of its 
stock ownership over the subsidiary 
corporationg and enjoined those cor- 


porations from recognizing, in any man- 


ner, the authority or power of the New 
Jersey corporation by virtue of such 
ownership; third, enjoined in the sixth 
section of the decree, the subsidiary 
corporations, after the dissolution, from 
doing any act which could create a like 
illegal combination; fourth, enjoined 
the New Jersey corporation and all 


the subsidiary corporations from doing 


any business in interstate commerce 
pending the dissolution of the combi- 
nation by the accomplishment of the 
transfer of stocks which the decree in 


its essence required, and, fifth, gave 
thirty days to carry out the directions 


of the court. 

The court said this decree wag right, 
and should be affirmed except as to 
what it termed “minor matters.” One 
of these was the extension of the time 
the decree should be put into effect 
from one month to six months. 


Compelling Obedience to Law. 


The other modification was more im- 
portant and had to do with the sixth 
section of the decree which forbade the 
formation by the subsidiary corpora- 
tions or their stockholders of like com- 
binations. 

“We construe the sixth paragraph of 
the decree,” said the chief justice, “not 
the stockholders or cor- 

rations of the right to live under the 

w of the land, but as compelling obe- 
dience to that law.” 

He said it did not follow that be- 


\Cause an fllegal restraint of trade or 


an attempt to monopolize or a monop- 
Olization resulting from the combina- 
tion of the corporations in the New 
Jersey corporation, that a.like ‘re- 
straint or attempt to monopolize or 
monopolization would necessarily arise 
from agreements between one or more 
of the subsidiary corporations after 
the transfer of the stock by the New 
Jersey corporation. 

“Bor illustration,” said he, “take the 
pipe lines. By the effect of the trans- 
fer of the stock the pipe lines would 


feome under the contro) of various cor- 


porations instead of being subjected 
to a uniform control. If various cor- 
porations owning the lines determined 
in the public interests to so combine 
as to make a continuous line, such 


agreement or combination would not 


be repugnant to tHe act, and yet it 
might be restrained by the deoree.

The task of fight- 
ing Standard Oj] had outgrown the 
states and the federal government 
took up the cudgel. 

The bureau of corporations was or- 
ganized, and as its first assignment 
undertook an investigation of the 
Standard Oil “It reached into the 
very vitals of the corporation,” ac- 
cording ‘to the description: of that in- 
quiry ren in court by the Standard’s 
counsel, 

Then in 1906 Justice Moody, now of 
the supreme court, then attorney gen- 
eral of the United States, directed the 
filing of a petition in the federal cir- 
cult court for the eastern district of 
Missour!, for the dissolution of the 
Standard Oil Company of New Jersey 
as @ combination in restraint of in- 
terstate trade and a monopoly, all in 
violation of the Sherman anti-trust 
law. The petition was loaded with the 
ammunition collectegq by the states and 
by the bureau of corporations. 

John D. Rockefeller, William Rock- 
efeller, Henry H. Rogers, Henry M. 
Flagler, John D. Archbold, Oliver H. 
Payne and Charles M. Pratt were 
named as individual defendants. The 
Standard Oil Company of New Jersey 
headed a list of 114 companics desig- 
nated as “defendant corporations.” 

The Original Decree. 

The hearing finally came on. Only 
the Waters-Pierce Oil Company was 
resident in the circuit, ana the Stand- 
ard denied the right of the court to 
compel the other defendants, outside 
the circuit, to appear in court. It lost 
in this contention. Testimony was 
taken in Missouri and in New York. 
Finally, early in this year, over three 
years after the filing of the petition 
in the circuit court, the four judges 
who had been called in to pass on the 
suit announced the decree of the court. 

That decree upheld nearly every 
contention the government had made. 
it did, however, dismiss some of the 
defendant companies, It decreed that 
the reorganization of the Standard Oil 
Company of New Jersey in 1899 con- 
stituted a cambination and a conspir- 
acy in restraint of commerce among 
the states and with foreign nations, 
and a combination and conspiracy to 
monopolize that commerce in violation 
of sections one and two respectively 
of the Sherman anti-trust act. 

The principal or holding company 
was enjoined from ,directing the af- 
fairs of the subsidiary corporations, 
and the subsidiary corporations were 
prohibited from paying dividends to 
the holding company. The defendants 
were enjoined from engaging .in inter- 
State commerce, until the illegal com- 
bination was discontinued. 

Lest the defendants get around the 
decree in some manner the court en- 
joined them from carrying the combi- 
nation into further effect either by the 
use of liquidating certificates -given 
to trustees, or by an agreement or ar- 
rangement like that adjudged illegal. 

It did, however, grant permission 
specifically for the distribution ratably 
to the shareholders of the holding 
company of the shares in the subsidi- 
ary corporations. 

Then the suit was brought to the 
supreme court of the United States on 
the appeal of the Standard. On ac- 
count of the great tmportance of the 
case, it was advanced for an early 
hearing. 

On March 14 of the present year, the 
final argument of the case began. It 
lasted three days. For the Standard 
Oll, the most brilliant lawyers ob- 
tainable pleaded its cause. John G.

The circuit court based’ its decree 
On the single finding that the re- 
organization of the Standard Of] in 
1899 was a violation of the Sherman 
anti-trust law. In its fight before the 
Supreme court the government argued . 
that even if this were not a violation 
of the law, other acts were. For in- 
Stance there had been a continuing 
conspiracy to monopolize the trade, 
the government claimed. In support 
of this contention of existing monop- 
oly, it pointed to the finding of the 
circuit court to the effect that the 
Standard: .from 1899 to 1907: 

Produced more than 1-10 of the 
crude oil obtaineg in this country. 

Owned and operated more than 
half of all the tank cars used to dis- 
tribute its products. 

Manufactured more than three- 
fourths of all the crude oil refined in 
the United States. 

Transported more than four-fifths of 
the petroleum derived from the Penn- 
sylvania and Indiana oil fields. 

Marketed more than four-fifths of 
all the ifluminating oil sold in the 
United States. 

Exported more than four-fifths of 
all the illuminating o11 sent fort® 
from the United States. 

Sold more than four-fifths of all the 
naptha solq in the United States. 

Sold more than nine-tenths of all 
the lubricating oil sold to railroad 
companies in the United States. 


The Storm Center. 


Throughout the fight the reorgani- 
zation of 1899 was tne storm center, 
and in defense of that action the legal 
talent of the Standard directed its en- 


ergy. 

The claim was set up that the reor- 
ganization of 1899 did not restrain 
trade by reducing competition, because 
“the properties involved in this suit 
formed ‘a non-competitive group prior 
}to the passage of the Sherman act in 
1890 ang their transfer to the New Jer- 
sey corporation in 1899 did not alter 
their status or restrict competition.” 

This same defense was made in the ® 
circuit court. That court held that 
the power of the principal company 
after the transfer of 1899 to fix the 
prices at which the corporations 
should buy and sell the articles in 
which they dealt, the terms of their 
purchases and sales, their rates for 
the transportation of oil and its prod- 
ucts and all the infinate details of 
their vast operations in which th 
might compete was greater, more éasi- 
ly and quickly exercised and hence 
more effective than it coulgqg have been 
in the hands of 3,000 scattered stock- 
holders. I¢ held that theecorporations 
were potentially competitive if not ac-. 
tive competitors. 

The government advanced the same 
argument before the supreme court as 
it had done before the circuit court 
The Standard replied by contending 
that the doctrine of “potential compe- 
tition’’ would mean that one person 
could be compelled to compete with 
himself. The argument o the sub- 
ject ang the discussion of what con- 
stitutes a monopoly consumed many 
hours of the hearing. 

As«to its monopolistic tendencies, the 
Standard’s attorneys entered a denial, 
but boasted of its largeness as the 
natural development and outgrowth of 
business begun nearly fifty years be- 


fore. - 
‘By untiring energy. with infinite 
skill, with abundant capital and the 


said Mr. Watson in«his brief prepared 
for the court, “these men and their as- 
sociates created out of an entirely new, 
unique ang unprecedented production 
of crude oil, a new, universally used 
and cheapest illuminant the world has 
known. They succeeded as if one had 
developed unexpectedly a gold or dia- 
mond mine and abundant revenue 
legitimately became theirs.” 

The reply of the government to this 
line of argument was summed up in 
one outburst of Mr. Kellogg in ad- 
dressing the court, when he shouted: 
“They waved the black flag over the 


land as others had done over the sea.” 


TAFT AND: CABINET TO DISCUSS — 
DECISION IN STANDARD OIL CASE 


Washington, May 15—President Taft 


and his cabinet tomorrow will take up 
the solution of the “trust question” 
brought sharply befwre them by the 
Standard Oil decision. Administration 
officials knew absolutely nothing as 
to how the supreme court would de- 
termine the case, but a gecision in fa- 
vor of the government was not un- 
looked for, and especially by the presi- 
dent, Attorney General Wickersham, 
Secretary Knox and the other lawyers 
in the cabinet. 


Last fall, long before the final argu-. 


ments in the case were made, Mr. 
Wickersham, with the approval of the 
president, framed a “federal incorpora- 
tion bill” designed to permit the ex- 
istence of legitimate combinations of 
capital, but so worded as to prohibit 
monopolies and subjecting corpora- 
tions to government supervision. That 
measure was never pressed in con- 
gress, although it wag introduced. Its 
reintroduction in this congress is a 


| possibility. 


“Substantially every proposition con- 
tended for ‘by the government in this 
case {is affirmed by the supreme 
court,” said Attorney General Wicker- 
sham in a statement issu py the de- 
partment. “In the reason y which 


the chief justice reached the conclus- 
ion in which the whole court concurs, 
he expresses the view that only con- 
tracts, combinations, etc., which in 
any way unreasonably or unduly re- 
strain interstate trade and cammerce, 
or which are unreasonably restrictive 
of competitive conditions are within 
the prohibition of the first section of 
the Sherman act. Justice Harlan, on 
the other hand, dissents rrom this view 
and contends that every contract, etc., 
which does restrain commerce is 
within the inhibition of the statute, 
but he concurs with the whole court 
in the decree of affirmance. 

“The chief justice rurther holds 
that the second seotion of the act 
seeks, if possible, to make the prohibi- 
tions of the act all the more complete 
and perfect by embracing all attempts 
to reach the ends prohibited by the 
first section, that is, restraint of trade 
by any attempt to monopolize, or 
monopolization thereof, even although 
the acts by which such results are at- 
tempted to be brought about or are 
brought about be not embraced within 
the general enumeration of the first 
section. He further holds that the

in court charging contenipt against 
the three labor officials. They were 
found guilty and sentenced, Gompers 
to twelve months in jail, Mitchell to 
nine months and Morrison to six 
months. The sentences were appealed 
to the district court of appeals, with- 
out avail, ang the matter then was 
laid before the supreme court. 

Before the supreme court had op- 
portunity to hear the testimony the 
Bucks Stove and Range Company had 
settled all its differences with the de- 
fendants and all that remained for the 
court of last resort to do was te rule 
in the contempt feature of the long 
fought litigation. 

Civil and Criminal Contempt. 

Justice Lamar devoted considerable 
6pace to a technical discussion of civil 
as differentiated from criminal con- 
tempt. In the former only a fine was 
permissible, he pointed out, while in 
criminal contempt jail sentences could 
be imposed. The case under considera- 
tion, he said, had been brought by a 
corporation in conjunction with a suit 
in equity and a fine to be paid to the

corporation alone could be imposed. 
Had the court, whose injunction had 
been disobeyed, felt aggrieved, it could 
have brought criminal contempt pro- 
ceedings in the premises and have in- 
flicted a jail sentence.

The opinion.in conclusion read: 

“The judgments of the court of ap-

History of the Case. 


The chargeseof contempt against 
President Gompers, Vice President 
Mitchell and Secretary Morrison arose 
out of a bitter labor war between or- 
ganized labor and the Buck’s Stove 
and Range Company, of St. Louis, Mo. 

The St. Louis concern hag come into 
the supreme court of the District of 
Columbia to prevent, by injunction, 
the American Federation of Labor and 
its officials from boycotting its own 
products or the business of those who 
dealt with it. The *questions involved: 
and the parties ocncerned attracted 
widespread attention. The company 
claimed that the federation was trying 
to unionize the company’s shops. The 
labor leaders urged that the company 
was “unfair’’ to labor. The head of 
the company was J. W. Van Cleave, 
president of the National Manufac~ 
turers’ Association, which had often 
come into conflict with the federation. 
He was charged with having been op- 
posed to organized labor, and with 
having sought to put his nickel-plate 
workers on a ten-hour instead of a 
nine-hour basis. 

Justice Gould, of the District su- 
preme court, issued the . injunction 
prayed for by the company. An ap- 
peal was taken to the court of ap- 
peals of the District of Columbia, but 
before that court could pass upon the 
validity of the injunction, the Buck’s 
Stove and Range Company again came 
into the district supreme court, this 
time with charges oficontempt against 
President Gompers, Vice President 
Mitchell and Secretary Morrison.

These men were accused of having | 
violated the injunction decree. 
Justice Wright found them gullty 
and sentenced President Gompers to 
one year in jail, Vice President Mitch- 
ell to nine months, and Secretary Mor- 
rison to six months. An appeal was 
taken from this sentence, first to the 
court of appeals, which affirmed it, 
and finally to the supreme court of the 
United States, the final resort. 
The Alleged Violations. 


The alleged violations consisted of 
utterances and acts in furtherance of 
the boycott. It was charged that Mr. 
Gompers had rushed out the January 
number of The American Federationist, 
the official organ of the American 
Federation of Labor, so as to ewade 
the decree which went into effect the 
day after“most of the magazines were 
out of his hands. This magazine 
contained the name of the company on 
the “We-Don't-Patronize,” or “Un- 
fair’ list. It was also alleged that 
a number of copies of this magazine 
were sent out after the decree became 
effective. In defense, testimony was 
presented to show that only thirty- 
odd capies were mailed to libraries 
and other similar institutions. . The 
complainant claimed that about 100 
were sent out. 

It was further charged that in the 
succeeding number of The Federation- 
ist, Gompers, Mitchell and Morrison 
joined in an appeal to organized labor 
for funds to carry the injunction case 
to the higher court. It was contend- 
ed that this appeal was used as a 
vehicle to continue the boycott. The 
charges stated that the appeal refer- 
red to an editorial in the same num- 
ber of the magazine as setting forth 
the attitude of those making the ap- 
peal. This editorial was attributed to 
Mr. Gompers. 

“Individuals, as members of organ- 
ized labor,’ this publication said, 
“will still exercise the right to buy or 
not to buy the Buck’s stoves and 
ranges. [It is in examplification of 
the saying that ‘you can lead a horse 
to water, but you can’t make him 
drink.’ ” 

Another charge was that in the 
March Federationist, Mr. Gompers 
published an editorial, in which it was 
said: “It should be borne in mind 
that there is no law, aye, not even a 
court decision, compelling union men 
or their friends of labor to buy a 
Buck’s stove or range. No, not even 
to buy a Loewe hat.”

SCORES INJURED 
IN STRIKE RIOT 


Grand Rapids, Mich., May 15.—At 
least a score of policemen were injured 
and many members of a mob of 2,000 
striking furniture workers and , . mpa- 
thizers were hurt in a riot at the plant 
of the Widdicomb Furniture Company 
tonight. Several of the injured may die. 

After a fierce battle with revolvers, 
chibs, stones and “Mmissiles of almost 
every description, in which the police 
were badly beaten, @ fire engine com- 
pany attacked the mob with streams of 
water, and succeeded in quelling the 
disturbance to a considerable extent. 
Many women were active among the 
rioters. 

The trouble started when a mob of 
about 300 men, women and boys attack- 
ed a closed automobile driven by Ralph 


In a public address in New York in 
April, 1908, Mr. Gompers said, it was 
charged: 

“Of course, in the case of the Buck's 
Stove and Range Company, if I tell 
you that the Buck’s Stove and Range 
Company was still unfair, when I get 
back to Washington tomorrow or some 
place where they say people play check- 
ers with their noses—well, asIsay, I 
am not preparedtotellyou that these 
things are unfair. But there is no 
law, no court decision, that compels 
you to buy them, nor does any iaw 
compel you to buy anything without 
the union label.” 

From another address by Mr. Gom- 
pers in Chicago, in May, 1908, was 
taken language alleged to have been 
in violation of the injunction. 

In addition to the “urgent appeal,” 
in which Mr. Mitchell joined, he was 
accused of having acted in contempt 
by presiding over the United Mine 
Workers’ convention when it adopted 
a resolution to fine any member who 
bought a Buck’s stove. “ 

In additon to the “urgent appeal 
charge against Mr. Morrison, he was 
also accused of having mailed out the 
magazines objected to. 

Distinguished counsel appeared on 
both sides when the case was argued 
before the supreme court. Prominent 
among these was Judge Alton B. 
Parker, former presidential candidate, 
who had been retained to defend the 
labor leaders. His principal argument 
was that the injunction was an im- 
proper interference with the constitu- 
tional right of free speech and a free 
press. He further contended that the 
injunction decree was void, at least, 
in parts, and that his clients could not 
be held under the statutes for violat- 
ing a void decree. 


LABOR LEADERS ARE GRATIFIED 

BY THE DECISION OF THE COURT 

Washington, May 15.—Samuel Gom- 
pers said he was gratified that the su- 
preme court had reversed the decision 
of the lower tribunal, but added: 

“IT am disappointed that the court 
did not decide the principle in con- 
tention in the proceedings. I believe 
it to be the consensus of opinion that 
the sentences imposed on Mitchell, 
Morrison and myself were unjustified, 
unusual and cruel, particularly in an 
alleged constructive contempt.” 


Quincy, Mass.; May 15.—‘“It is a great 
victory for us,” said James Duncan,, 
first vice president of the American 
Federation of Labor, when informed 
today of the decision. “We contend we 
should have the same rights as are 
alJ others. The decision an- 
nounced today places us on a level 
with all other people.” ; 


New York, May 15.—Former Judge 
Alton B. Parker, of counsel for Gom- 
pers and the other labor leaders, said: 

“A monstrous injustice has been 
averted by the unanimous action of 
the court. The decision furnishes an- 
other illustration of the care with 
which that court regards and protects 
personal rights of citizens.” 


Philadelphia, May 15.—*“I am glad to 
hear it.” said John Mitchell this after- 
nooh, when told of the supreme court 
decision. “It. justifies the confidence 
given to us by a multitude of citizens, 
both in and out of organized labor 
movements,” said Mr. Mitchell. 


ANTI-BOYCOTTERS INTERPRET 
DECISION OF SUPREME COURT 

Washington, May 15.—Daniel Daven- 
port, attorney for the Ameérican Anti- 
Boycott Association, under whose au- 
spices the cases were conducted, said 
today: 

“Although it set aside the jail sen- 
tences, the United States supreme court 
settled every question on account of 
which the suit was brought. First, it 
held the boycott illegal, and that a party 
threatened with injury by one has a 
right to go to a court of equity for pro- | 
tection. 

“Second, a court of equity has a right 
to enjoin all acts done in carrying out 
such a boycott, which extends to print- 
ed,. written and oral statements. « It 
holds that the constitutional right of 
free speech and free press affords no 
protection to the boycotter, that it is 
the duty of all enjoined by a court of 
equity to obey the injunction, and-that 
for a violation of it they are liable to a 
fine by way of indemnity to the party 
injured, and that further the party vio-

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INDIAN RIGHTS NOT EQUAL — 
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THE WHITE MAN 


Washington, May 15.—Three cen- 
turies of civilization have not brought 
the full-blood Indian to the point 
where his rights are equal to those of 
the white man. Such was the decision 
today of the supreme court of the 
Uniteq States in holding constitutional 
the twenty-five-year restrictions on 
the sale of Indian lands. 

The twenty-five-year restriction was 
imposed by congress‘in 1906. Previous 
to that time individual members of the 
five civilized‘ tribes in Oklahoma were 
prevented from making sales of their 
lands within five years of the time of 
allotment. The contention soon arose 
that the full-bloods had rights as citi- 
zens which made the extension uncon- 
stitutional. 


. 


Marchie Tiger was one of the In- 
dians concerned. He transferred this 
inherited land to real estate com- 
panies, but later he chamgeg his mind 
and brought suit to have the transfers 
set aside on the ground that the re- 
strictions forbade his conveying the 
land. The supreme court of Oklahoma 
held that the restrictions merely re- 
ferred to lands allotted directly to the 
full-bloods and not to the lands in- 
herited by them. The supreme court 
of the United States holds that they 
applieqg to inherited lands as well. 

The court held also that only con- 
gress could determine when the in- 
dian became free from the white 
man’s guardianship and that congress 


had not yet so found.

“VICTORY FOR 
ORGANIZED LABOR” 


Jerome Jones Says About the 
Gompers Case---Talks 
of McNamara. 


Savannah, Ga., May 15.—(Special.)— 
“That is the best news that organized 
labor has heard in a long time. Itis a 
victory which justifies in every way 
the trust that organized labor places 
in the courts of our country,” said 
Jerome Jones, of Atlanta, general or- 
ganizer for the American Federation 
of Labor in the southern states, who is 
here, when told this afternoon of the 
action of the supreme court of the 
United States in declaring Samuel 
Gompers and his associates not guilty 
of contempt of court because of pub- 
lications in alleged violation of a de- 
cree of a lower court in Washington; 

“It is particularly gratifying to or- 
ganized labor of the south to know 
that Mr. Justice Lamar, a Georgian, 
should have been the one selected to 
hand down the decision.

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THE VETERANS AT LITTLE ROCK. 


From the vantage-ground of half a‘century, the south hails them} . 


as conquerors—the gray-coated survivors of the civil war, who ieet 
today at Little Rock in their twenty-first annual reunion. For the 
south today is a south with the smile of victory in her eyes, the 
beauty of peace and the lure of dawning destiny in her features.. And 
these old men—tottering, maimed, but with spirits untouched by 
time—are the molders of that destiny, sponsors for a rehabilitation 
the world must yet live long to duplicate. : 
Survivors of Bull Run and of Gettysburg, grizzled “warriors 
who tasted of the martial glory of the Confederacy at its high-tide, 
and who mingled the sting of defeat with the task of rebuilding the 
south upon the debris of its institutions—meet to live a few happy 
hours in memories of a past that is unique in our day. They meet, 
too, as living symbols of the new era in America—the permanent 
era of a country wholly united, the one-time abyss*bridged, ancient 
feuds and bitterness remembered but as evil-and fading dreams. 
That is the sentimental side of the reunion. It looms large as 
we contemplate the sacrifices and heroism involved in the gigantic 
drama of which these failing old men are the survivors. They are 
happy in that they have been spared long enough to witness that 
sectional compensation meted out to the south in the wisdom and 
fullness of time, that gives to our people the broad and vivid out- 
look of today in exchange for the uncertainty and the disruption of 
|half a century ago. | 
For, viewed on the practical side, the south is cota into its 
own with a sureness not witnessed since Appomattox. Today the 
nation looks to the south as the stronghold of racial sanity, the field 
upon which is to be worked out the next great drama in national 
development. The proscription, the bigotry and the isolation that 
ruled, inevitably, during the aftermath of reconstruction, have given 
way toa breadth and a tolerance that are based upon those southern 
ideals and traditions worthiest of surviving. 
That is the legacy the south holds from these old-men-valiant, 
meeting today in'Little Rock. Let us not forget the debt. 
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THE R. F. D. AND THE ADVERTISER. 


In one of his recent attractive talks on advertising in The Con- 
stitution, William C. Freeman asks, “I wonder if the national ad- 
vertiser has ever given any consideration to the effect that rural free 
delivery has had in increasing the value of the daily newspaper as 
a general advertising: medium for their business?” 

It is to be doubted if many of the advertisers, in this section 
at least, have analyzed the connection between cause and effect in 
publicity as closely as has Mr. Freeman. [but to his comment con- 
necting rural free delivery with the daily paper, we would add an 
amendment extending the trade-stimulating influence to the weekly 
and the tri-weekly newspaper. 

Rural free delivery has inestimably expanded the field in which 
the large or small advertiser may look for business with the expec- 
tation of business. It has, practically, brought the country districts 
to his store doors, in that it injects salesmanship-on-paper, which 
is all advertising is, into the uttermost corners of the rural districts. 
The phenomenon applies alike to the big and the small merchant, 
whether the advertising be placed in the large metropolitan tri-week- 
ly—like The Constitution, for instance—or in the country weekly 
radiating from the county seat to the farthest boundaries of the 
community. 

In this phase—that of the tri-weekly—the large and little ad- 

vertiser is wide enough awake. Each one of the issues of The Tri- 
Weekly Constitution is testimony. The great city merchants and 
the small merchants alike utilize it to reach a clientele they could 
not otherwise hope to bring within range of their wares, In other 
words, the daily, the weekly and the tri-weekly newspapers have 
extended the trading scope of the nation indefinitely. 
Later on, when a general parcels post shall have become an 
actuality, the entire business world—including the small country 
merchant—will find a new and vital appreciation for rural free de- 
livery advertising. 
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THE SOUTH AS A NATIONAL ASSET. 


Pointing to the fact that the season now approaching its close 
has witnessed less fluctuation in the prices for cotton than its pre- 
decessors for years past, a contemporary estimates that two-thirds 
of the latest crop, or about 8,000,000 bales, sold for about $600,- 
000,000. Add to that the price likely to be received for the re- 
mainder of the crop and for cotton seed—and the south’s contri- 
bution to the national revenues, from this source alone, will be in 
excess of one billion dollars. 

In other words, the income from the south’s great staple 
could finance the expenditures of a session of the national congress, 
in its most extravagant mood, up to the present moment. 

One of the best features is that the farmer has this year bene- 
fited more largely from reasortable prices than in many previous 
seasons. Cotton, with the exception of a month or two, has consist- 
ently averaged 15 cents a pound, or about $75 a bale, to the pro- 
ducer. It is not hyperbole to say that, from this angle, it has been 
lifting mortgages with the velocity of dynamite. That does not 
take into account the saving at two, other ends: Cash brought by 
the increased corn yield, diversification generally, and money kept 
in the south formerly sent west for grain and meat. 

Footing up the iron, the coal, the timber and the manufactured 
products yielded by the southern states, the financial value of this 
section to the rest of the country begins to appear. The latter is 
emphasized with respect to cotton. For the annual tide of foreign 
gold that comes here to pay for cotton is the reliance of the na- 
tion’s bankers for keeping our international cash balance on the 
right side of the ledger. 

If we have achieved this position with scientific agriculture, 
diversification and manufacturing yet in their infancy—what may 
we not anticipate when all three shall come into their own and 
the millions of idle southern acres be surrendering dividends to 
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thrifty. American settlers? 
Neither is the image a dream—unless coming conditions com- 
monly known of the most rational business men may be called that. 
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' THE BIRTH OF A NEW REPUBLIC. 


Out of the tragedy and travail in Mexico a new republic is 
being born. We have previously been so occupied with the opera 
bouffe aspects of the situation, and our grave responsibilities in 
the premises, that we have but lately awakened to the end at 
which events are driving. 

But the significance is now unmistakable. The fall of Juarez 
may or may not cause the fall of Diaz, or even recognition by 
America of the belligerency of the insurrectos. It will, undoubt- 
edly, centralize the disaffection that has heretofore undermined 
Mexico, and bring closer the substitution of the new for the old 
order. It seems we have been halfway sleeping all these years in 
our viewpoint toward the country of Diaz. What we mistook for 
a democracy was really a benevolent despotism. And rdw rises 
doubt as to the benevolence. of the despotism, with no doubt at 
all of the inability of the failing dictator to mold the destinies of 
the new nation today in its birth throes. : 

There is to be, eventually, popular government in the third 
largest state on the continent. It may not come by Madero, It 
may, indeed, be delayed in its coming for several months or years, 
for the insurrectos have displayed a singular lack of cohesiveness, 
and the country itself, like\all nations where illiteracy flourishes, 
a rather pitiful incapacity to march forward sanely to a definite 
purpose. , 

Byt in the end a new_and great republic is to rise upon the 
ruins of the domain of Maximilian, and upon the foundations of 
the government created by Diaz. For when all is said, it may 
not be denied that the once-omnipotent old man has built the skel- 
eton of stable rule in Mexico, though it seems now that the detail 
must be wrought in newly by hands more in sympathy with ideals 
that will stand the fire-test of democracy. . 

So that beneath the seeming sordidness and triviality of what 
appears to us guerrilla warfare there is something after all sug- 
gestive of.the portentous and majestic. 
that the United States will not be disastrousl 
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|ing out of the salvation of @ newly aroused people.

GREAT OVATION 


Little: Rock Welcomes Old Con- 
federates at Reunion, 


Special Trains Arriving Over 
All Roads---Estimated That 
10,000 Will Attend Meeting. 
Twenty-First Reunion Opens 
Today. | 


Little Rock, Ark., May 15.—With the 
arrival of 20,000 persons in Little Rock 
today, a session of the confederate 
Southern Memorial Association this 
afternoon, and a meeting of the United 
Sons of Confederate Veterans tonight, 
the twenty-first annual reunion of the 
United Confederate Veterans only 
awaits tomorrow morning to be in full 
swing. Three thousand and five hun- 
dred veterans are quartered tonight at 
Camp Shaver, as guests of the city, and 
hundreds more are expected tomorrow 
to fill the seven thousand tents which 
have been provided for them. 

General George W. Gordon, of Mem- 
phis, commander-in-chief of the organ- 
ization, arrived tonight, and will pre- 
side over the first session tomorrow 
morning in the Auditorium. Twelve 
brass bands will give a concert, the 
commander will deliver his dnnual ad- 
dress and the reuni will be on. 

Mayor~Charles E.* Taylor, of Little 
Rock, and Congressman Joe T. Robin- 
son, of Lonoke, delivered addresses of 
welcome this afternoon before the 
women who compose the Southern Me- 
morial Association. The sessions were 
held in the eity hall. The most im- 
portant action taken by the association 
was the adoption of a resolution asking 
General Gordon to allow the women an 
active part in the deliberations of the 
veterans at reunions. 

The first sessions of the Sons of Vet- 
erans was held tonight in the Young 
Men’s Christian Association hall. Ad- 
dresses were delivered by the national 
officers. 7 

On the eve of the reunion the follow- 
ing message came from President Taft, 
to be read when the first session is con- 
vened: 

“The White House, Washington, May 
15, 1911.—To the confederate veterans 
who are now assembled in. Little Rock: 
I send heartiest greetings and express 
the hope that they will have a pleasant 
and successful reunion. 

“The men of the confederate army 
fought for a principle which they be- 
lieved to be right and for which they 
were willing to sacrifice their lives, 
their homes-—in fact, all those things 
which men hold most dear. As we rec- 
ognize their heroic services, so they 
and their descendants must honor the 
services rendered by the gallant sons of 
the north in the struggle for the preser- 
vation of the union. The contending 
forces of nearly half a century ago have 
given place to a united north and south, 
and to an enduring union, in whose re- 
sponsibilities and g}horious destiny we 
equally so gratefully share. 

“During my visits south it has grati- 
fied me greatly to see those who fought 
for the blue and those who fought for 
the gray mingle together, worship the 
old flag and feel a common pride in the 
deeds of heroism that were displayed 
in the civil war.

ity in attempting to secure a reduction 
in the tariff fixed by Austria-Hungary 
on imports from America of edible 
cotton seed oll. 

The duty was formerly 40 kronen 
per 100 pounds, and the American cot- 
ton seed oil men insisted it was pro- 
hibitive, and asked a reduction to 15 
kronen., The Austrian government 
proposed a reduction to 24 kronen on 
edible’ cotton seed oll, and 4 kronen 
on industrial cotton seed oil. The 
state department has replied that 
nothing above 15 kronen duty will 
permit Americans to compete in the 
market.

Until a girl gets to. be 18, she should, 


not “do up” her hair. It should hang 
in @ braid, or, if it ig naturally curly, 
in ourls caught back by a ribbon. 
The schoolgirl nowadays takes as 
great an interest in hair ribbons as 
her mother does in laces and. jewels 
and other expensive articles of femi- 
nine finery, but the schoolgirl of the 
present day cannot, alas, bury her 
head under such an avalanche of hair 
ribbons as could the girl of two or 
three years ago, for only one ribbon is 
now worn by litle maidens in fash- 
fonable society, and that is the ribbon 
that ties the hair at the neck. The 
bow at the end of the braid is entirely 
dispensed with, and the hair is pre- 
vented from becoming unbraided by 
curling the ends of the braid, or, if 
this will not answer, by tying it invis- 
ibly with a hdir. The bow is then 
tied at the neck; a yard and a half of 
ribbon, or sometimes two yards are 
used for this purpose, but the bow 
must not be too large. The huge bows 
of a year or two back are no.longer 
considered in good taste. 

The hair can be arranged in either 
one or two braids, as is found to be 
most becoming. Another style popu- 
lar with the young girl of from 16 to 
18 is to braid the hair in two braids, 
cross them in the back and pin them 
around the head. 

When a girl gets to be 18 she can 
begin to “do up” her hair. She should 
choose some simple style, but she can 
arrange it high orlow, as she prefers. 
She should always remember that very 
elaborate coiffures are only suited for 
evening, and are usually intended for 
matrons, and not for debutantes.

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Bacon and Mushroom Pie.—Cut the 
mushrooms in small pieces, , sprinkle 
with salt and pepper. Cut thin slices, 
of nice bacon in small pieces and put 
them in the bottom of a rather shal 
low bakKing-dish: on these put a layer 
of mushrooms and over these a layer 
of finely mashed and seasoned pota- 
toes. Fill the dish, alternating in this 
way, leaving mashed potatoes on top. 
Scatter bits of butter on top. Put on 
a cover and bake half an hour in a 
moderate oven; when nearly done rcre- 
move the cover and brown the top. 
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Cocoanut Sponge Pudding—Scald one 
cupful of mil Beat into this one sup- 
ful of stale sponge cake crumbs and 
half a cupful of cocoanut, freshly grat- 
ed or desiccated. Beat in a very little 
salt and the beaten yolk of two eggs, 
then fold in the whites of two eggs, 
beaten stiff. Turn into a buttered bak- 
ing dish and bake in a pan of not water 
about forty minutes. Serve ai once 
with cream, whipped or plain.

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WILSON MUST SERVE 
CONTEMPT SENTENCE 


Government Wins Victory in 
Wireless Case---Corporations 
Must Produce Books. 


Washington, May 15.—The supreme 
court of the United States today ap- 
proved the recent sentence of contempt 
imposed in the New York courts on 
Christopher C. Wiison, president of the 
United Wireless Telegraph Company, 
because of refusal to permit the ex- 
amination of the company’s books. 

By this decision the federal govern- 
ment won a far-reaching legal contro- 
versy in that officials of corporations 
cannot refuse to give up possession of 
corporation’ books for examination by 
grand juries, lest they themselves be 
incriminated thereby. 

The sentence of contempt imposed in 
New York courts on Wilson was based’ 
upon his action in defeating the at- 
tempt of a grand jury to examine the 
books of his corporation. , 

Mr. Justice "Hughes, in announcing 
the opinion, said that Wilson could not, 
under these circumstances, assert 4 
personal privilege, which the obliga- 
tion of the corporation to the govern- 
ment required it to perform.

New York, May 15.—The cotton mar- 
ket was generally wéak and unsettled 
today under selling by leading bull 
brokers and local bear pressure, in- 
aspired by lower cables than expected, 
continued good weather in the south 
@nd favorable private crop reports. The 
close was steady, but at a net decline 
of 23 points on August and st a net 
loss of from 2 to 14 points on other 
delfVeries. 

The market opened barely steady at 

@ decline of 2 points on May and of 
5@12 points on other ‘positions in re- 
sponse to the lower cables and the fa- 
vorable early weather map. At first 
there was enough demand from leading 
Spot people and nervous shorts to ab- 
sorb offerings around the _§ initial 
prices and fiuctuations™for the first 
hour or so were comparatively narrow 
and irregular, but the steady selling 
of July by one of the prominent bull 
brokers and the favorable weather 
prospects led to increased offerings 
during the late forenoon and at one 
time the market was almost sensa- 
tionally active and weak with August 
contracts selling down to 15.19, or 28 
ee below the closing figure -of 

aturday, while other old crop posi- 
tions showed net losses of from 16 to 
22 points and the new crop was about 
8 to 11 points net lower. 

A withdrawal of bull selling orders

AWAITING DECISION, 
STOCKS MOVED SLOWLY 


eae Bical ashington, Not 
“Received Until After the 
Market Closed. 


New York, May 15.—Trading 
stocks was reduced to a minimum to- 
day and prices barely moved through 
the session. Wall street passed the 
day in awaiting word from Washing- 
ton in regard to decisions of the su- 
preme court in the Standard Oil and 
Americar Tobacco cases. As this was 
one’of the two days which the de- 
cisions might be announced prior to 
the adjournment of the court for the 
summer recess, it was believed gef- 
erally that there was a strong p0os- 
sibility that final action might be 
taken during the day in these cases. 
The tension was not relieved during 
the day, no definite word having been 
received from Washington at the close. 
Business was restricted to the smallest 
total of some time but the market 
betrayed no nervousness and the 
undertone was distinctly firm. 

Thorough preparations had been 
made in the way of reduction of spec- 
ulative commitments for the rendi- 
tion of decisions and the market ap- 
peared to be braced to resist attack. 
should one be made. Canadian Pa- 
cific moved up more than a_ point. 
Union Pacific made the best showing 
of the western roads, advancing sub- 
stantially in response to a steady in- 
quiry which was reported to come in 
part at least from Paris. Buying of 
the Drie issues, which has been in 
progress for several days, was 
sumed today and Pennsylvania con- 
tinued its downward movement. The 
latter stock touched its lowest price 
since 1907. 

Statistics of imports for April re- 
vealed the expected falling off in 
vaiues,’ which is ascribed largely to 
the possibility of changes in the tariff. 
The decreases amounted to $13,000,000 
and-although exports fell off heavily, 
there was an excess of exports of 
$37,876,000 against an excess of im- 
ports in April of last year of $853,000. 

Traffic officials of western roads 
were reported as being more optimis- 
tic on account of the way in which 
business is holding up. Most of the 
eastern roads. having been running 
ahead of last year of late. Further 
economies are being practiced by 
many of the transportation compa- 
nies and‘a better showing is hoped 
for in the April returns.

New York, May 15.~—Governor Joseph 
M. Brown, of Georgia, was the principal 
guest at the annual breakfast and re- 
ception. of the Dixie Club of New York, 
held at Delmonico’'s here this afternoon. 
The eminent southern statesman was 
welcomed by over three hundred mem- 
bers of the assoeiation and by many 
southerners who are visiting in New 
York at the present time. 

At the reception, which preceded the 
breakfast, Governor Brown received, 
standing between Colonel John Temple 
Graves and the president of the club, 
Mrs. Augustus Milton Anderson. In the 
banquet room of the hotel, where the 
breakfast was served, the decorations 
were most appropriate. The walls were 
gracefully hung with southern smilax 
and Spanish moss, sent up from the 
southern states especially for the oc- 
casion. When Governor Brown was call- 
ed upon by the president, Mrs. Ander- 
son, who presided at the table, he began 
by saying that he deemed it a great 
honor to address the Dixie Club, which 
he understood was the second largest 
He 
told the listeners that he was due to be 
back in Atlanta at 6 o’clock tonight, but 
that such an alluring invitation as the 
breakfast made him alter his plans 
entirely. 

The governor went on to say that 
when he started out to win the candi- 
dacy of his party for the last guberna- 
torial race in Georgia many of his 
friends and enemies said that he was 
entirely too ugly to ever become the 
governor of Georgia, and, besides, he 
said they added he couldn’t even make 
a speech, and no resident of the state 
of Georgia would ever be willing to 
have an executive who was not an ora- 
tor, “but,” went on Governor Brown, 
“of what benefit is an orator these days. 
It was well enough in the olden days, 
during the revolutionary times, that our 
statesmen should be orators, for then 
it was necessary. But in these modern 
times you never hear of orators build- 
ing immense battleships or construct- 
ing great buildings.

Bill to Curtail Power of Upper 
house Is Carried, 


The Vote on Final Passage of 
the Veto Bill Was 362 to 
241---The Announcement of 
the Vote Was Greeted With 
Tumultuous Applause. 


London, May 15.—The fight in the 
house of commons over the veto Dill 


to curtail the powers of the house of 
lords ended tonight. An amendment 
to reject the whole bill was defeated, 
363 to 243, and the measure was car- 
ried on its third reading, 363 to 241. 
Announcement of the figures was re-, 
ceived with tumultuous applause. 

It is expected the bill. will go to the 
house of lords at an early date. 

Debate in the house of lords today 
on the second reading of Lord Lans- 
downe’s bill for the reconstitution of 
the upper chamber, indicated that the 
leader’s orders will fail to coerce many 
of the unionist peers into voting for a 
measure involving their own political 
extinction. 

The speeches supporting the bill lack 
enthusiasm. Lord Morley, of Black- 
burn, spokesman for the government, 
insisted that the passage of the veto 
bill must precede amy settlement or 
compromise with respect to the upper 
chamber. He threw out the sugges- 
tion that in any reconstruction of the 
lords the number would be restricted 
to 100. This is regarded as foreshad- 
owing the government's purpose when 
the reform of the lords comes be- 
fore it.

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CUTTO PIECES 


Russians Charge the Crime to 
Jews and an Outbreak 
Is Feared. 


St.’ Petersburg, May 15.—The central 
government today dispatched M. Zait- 
seff and M. Feneko, high officials of the 
ministry of justice, to Kiev to investi- 
gate the mysterious murder of the 
Christian boy, Yushchiisky, whose 
death has caused threats to be made of 
a massacre of Jews in that city. 

Kiev, Russia, May 15.—The ability of 
the authorities to presérve public order 
yesterday, the date reported to have 
been set for a Jewish massacre, has had 
a@ reassuring effect upon the Jewish 
population. Nevertheless, the exodts 
of the more wealthy Jews continues. 
The panic will not subside until cir- 
cumstances of the ritualistic murder 
have been explained. 

On February 28 last the body of a 
Christian boy named Yushchinsky was 
found mutilated in a cave close by the 
city’s Jewish quarter. Certain circum- 
stances of the killing resulted in the 
charge that Jews had made the youth a 
victim of ritualisti® murder, an alleged 
religious ceremony, the subject of con- 
troversy for centuries. 

The body had been cut in forty-five 
places with a knife and an awl. A 
post-mortem made determined that the 
victim had been tortured and all the 
wounds inflicted before life was extinct. 

Seven deep stabs in the region of 
the heart finally put an end to his 
agony. 

Circumstances supported the supposi- 
tion that Yushshinsky had been tor- 
tured and murdered somewhere in the 
neighboring Jewish quarter and the 
body deposited in the cave at daybreak 
as the rules of the incriminated Jewish 
sect Hassides are alleged to forbid the 
burial of ritualistic victims. 

The character of the details of the 
murder are alleged to resemble ne coe THE 
features of rityal killings. The co. 
incident of the Passover with the dis- 
covery of the crime aroused the accu- 
sations of those who despise the Jews. 
The boy’s mother was arrested on sus- 
picion, but later was released. His 
stepfather was then accused. 

The authorities adopted stringent 
measures to prevent the local news- 
papers from publishing anti-scientifié 
versions of the crime and also to stop,

TOWARDS, PEACE 


Believed That War in Mexico 
Will Soon Be Ended 


Today Will Decide Whether 
Diaz Will Agree to the 
Terms of Rebels---Madero 
Preparing to Push Revolu- 
ion if Negotiations Fail. 


Juarez, May 16.—Provisional Presi- 
dent Francisco I. Madero, Jr., at the 
conclusion of a conference with Judge 
Carbajal, the federal peace envoy, to- 
night anmnounced~that there was @ 
strong probaility th peace would be 
restored in Mexico within a short time. 

“Judge Carbajal brought some prop- 
ositions,” said Senor adero, “and I 
made some modifications in our original 
propositions. In fact, these concessions, 
slight though they may be, were made 
to show our willingness to meet the 
government half way; and, after our 
military triumph, it more ‘than ayers | 
our good disposition to treat for peace.’ 

Senor Madero declared that he weeisilt! 
have another conference tomorrow 
night with Judge Carbajal. By that 
time the judge will have received a re- 
ply from the Mexican government to 
the proposition discussed with Senor 
Madero tonight. 

Next Move by Diaz. 

Senor Madero said that the next move 
en the peace checkerboard should be 
made by the Diaz government, but he 
talked as if tomorrow there would be a 
favorable reply from the government. 
This immediately would end the revolu- 
tion. 

There was evident, on the other hand, 
a determination to prosecute the war 
should the government refuse to con- 
cede. He gave the impression that the 
affair had reached the point of an ulti- 
matum, and that the die would be cast 
tomorrow. 

Today preparations for a vigorous 
pushing of the revolution, at a stand- 
still for the time being because of the 
victory of Juarez, and the first serious 
efforts to make the provisional govern- 
ment of Mexico something more than a 
name, were grimly evident. 

The war situation ‘may be epitomized 
as follows: 

“On to Chihuahua and then to Mex- 
ico City!” This plan is not admitted 
or even discussed in public by the rev- 
Olutionists, but it is in the air. 

De La Barra Expects Peace. 

Mexico City, May 15.—Falling just a 
little short of a definite statement that 
the terms proposed by the revolution- 
ists had been acceded to, a high gov- 
ernment official tonight expressed the 
opinion that peace was more nearly as- 
sured than at any time since the in- 
surrectionw began. Negotiations were 
proceeding, he said, on an entirely new 


‘basis. 


“All that I am at liberty to state,” 
said Minister de la Barra, “is that 
progress is being made along a line 
which will preserve the dignity and 
honor of the government, and which 
will undoubtedly result in an agree- 
ment for the greatest good of the na- 
tion.” 

Mr. de la Barra intimated that to- 
morrow might be expected to witness 
the consummation of the peace agree- 
ment. 

CAPITAL OF STATE OF HIDALGO 
IS CAPTURED BY THE REBELS 

Mexico City, Mexico, May 15.—Fa- 
chuca, the capital of the state of Hi- 
dalgo, a town 100 miles from Mexico 
City, is tonight in the hands of the 
rebels. Almost at the same time they 
took possession of Tulancingo, the 
second city in the state, and near Pa- 
chuca, this giving them practical con- 
trol of the state. 

“Colonel” Castrejon, a rebel leader 
operating under the direction of Gen- 
eral Figueros, this morning notified 
the governor of the state, Pedro L 
Rodriguez, that he would attack the 
place this afternoon unless he surren- 
dered his office during the day, and 
promptly at 7 o'clock made good his 
threat. The invaders swarmed into 
the city from the surrounding hill- 
sides and swooped down on the gov- 
ernment buildings. Not a shot was 
fired by the small body of rurales and 
regular troops stationed there for the 
defense of the town. The conquest 
was absolutely pacific. 

Pachuca is one of the richest mining 
camps in the republic. It is the first 
state capital to fall. 

DIAZ FORCES ARE ABANDONING 

SONORA STATE TO THE REBELS 

Guaymas, Mexico, May 15.—The state 
of Sonora is being abandoned to the 
rebels and federal troops are concen- 
trating in Mexico City. Colonel Diaz 
arrived here today with 500 men from 
Agua Prieta and began embarking his 
force on a steamer. He will proceed 
to Manzanillo, thence over by railroad 
to Mexico City. 

Hermosillo, Sonora, Mexico, May 15.— 
Hermosillo, the capital of the state of 
Sonora, was evacuated today by the 
federal troops. General Luis E. Torres, 
military governor of Sonora, d¢parted 
on a special train with the garrison 
of 600 men for Guaymase.

on the free list or reduce the tariff 50

schedule ig revenue. To put raw wool 
on the free list would cut off at once 
$21,000,000 in revenue, while the entire 
wool schedule brings a-revenue of 
more than $40,000,000. By cutting the 
duty on raw wool to five or six cents a 
pound, and making provision for a slid- 
ing reduction annually of one cent, 
some democrats figure that the impor- 
tations would increase sufficiently 
when added to increased importations 
in manufactured wool] due to a 50 per 
cent reduction in that tariff, to cause 
no disturbance in the government ex- 
chequer. . 

It is probable that in ten days the 
tentative bill will be submitted to the 
democratic caucus for debate and de- 
cision.

Mr. Howell seconded Dr. Brown's 
} suggestions and said that he thaught 
that Dr. White, as president of the 
Géorgia branch of the American Peace 
Society, would best be qualified to fur- 
ther the organization or the lwcal so- 
clety. 

By unanimous vote the Georgia 
Peace Society was then organized and 
Dr. White elected its president. Dr. 
White accepted the position with a 
few appreciative remarks and enlisted 
the support of all those present. He 
also promised to take part in the Au- 
ditoryim peace meeting. At the con- 
clusion of the meeting every member 
of the audience subscribed his name 
to a slip of paper and handed it to Dr. 
Brown as evidence of his desire to be 
enrolled in the newly-formeg society. 

The Individual—the Nation. 

Dr. White’s address was an interest- 
ing parallel between the gradual 
growth of amicable relations among 
individyals and the corresponding in- 
crease in the friendly relations of na- 
tions. He showed that while we had 
individually reached an advanced stage 
where difficulties were settled by 
courts of justice and equity, as na- 
tions we continue to use the methods 
of centuries ago and in some cases 
still settle international disputes by 
force of arms. 

The , progress toward internatijonal 
peace, however, has been just as sure, 
if somewhat slower, than the progress 
toward peace among individuals, he 
said. In fact, he showed’ that the 
movement for universal peace has 
reached a higher stage than is gen- 
erally thought by teliing’ about what 
has been accomplisheg in this line by 
The Hague meeting, the various arbi- 
tration boards ¢and other’ similar 
bodies. 

Dr. White thought that the creation 
of a public opinion was the most ef- 
fective method of furthering universal 
peace and urged the many ministers 
who were present to use their oppor- 
tunities to this end. 

He was heartily in favor of the arbi- 
tration treaty; now pending between 
the United States and Great Britain, es- 
pecially so since this treaty is unique in 
the respect that matters pertaining to 
the honor of both nations are Subjecg 
to amicable settlement. 

Meeting Called Together. 

Dr. Roberts called the meeting to 
order shortly after noon. He explained 
that it was a special session of the Min- 
isters’ Evangelical Association Society, 
which, in view of the added interest of 
having Dr. H. C. White as speaker, had 
been thrown open to the public. 

Dr. John E. White, after explaining 
the progress being made for the Peace 
day mass meeting at the Auditorium, 
called upon Mr. Howell to introduce Dr. 
H. C. White. 

After leading Mr. -White to 
rostrum, Mr. Howell said, in part: 
“Fellow members of the Ministers’ 
Evangelical Association: I am not a 
member of this particular society, but 
[ am a member of that general organi- 
zation which has taken part in an evan- 
gelical movement for the past 2,000 
years, the movement to establish the 
reign of peace throughout the world. 

“No one is better fitted to further 
this movement than the minister. If 
Christianity means anything it means 
peace. If the Bible is true, as we all 
know it is, then peace in all the world 
is certain, and every year is bringing 
us closer to it. You who are bringing 
humanity under the banners of Chris- 
tianity are the most potential of lead- 
ers who must sooner or later bring the 
whole world under the flag of peace 
and realize the golden promise of the 
Word of God. 

“We have here a man who has done 
more to further this campaign than 
anyone else in this section. To my 
knowledge he has attended six peace 
conferences lately and soon goes to an- 
other. In this special work in behalf 
of peace his name is known throughout 
the world, and there is no man in this 
section better fitted to speak on this 
subject than Dr. H. C. White, whom I 
now have the pleasure of presenting 
to you.” 


the 


Dr. White's Speech. 

After expressing his pleasure at be- 
ing present at the meeting, Dr. White 
spoke, in part, as follows: 

“The normal attitude of man to man 
in local civilized communities is that of 
peacefulness. It is the only attitude 
consistent with the protection of life 
and property and the enjoyment of lib- 
erty and the pursuit of happiness. The 
temptation to depart from this attitude 
by reason of evil passions or conflicting 
interests is controlled, on the one hand 
by the moral and ethical culture of the 
individual, and on the other by a code 
of law which embodies the results of 
experience in rules of conduct which 
secure equity and justice. All those 
great groups of individuals which we 
call the civilized nations have attained 
this normal attitude in their internal 
relations and recognize and employ the 
agencies by which it is preserved. 

“In international relations, however— 
the attitude of one group of individuals 
to another—the world has not yet 
reached the plane of normality of the 
individual relations. 
in this direction and final attainment 
‘is the object of the great peace move- 
ment of today. The necessity for the 
adjustment of international relations 
on the basis of peacefulness is, of 
‘course, greater today than ever before 
‘in the world's history, because of the 
|increasing intimacy and complexity. of 
the relations and the increasing horrors 
and wastefulness of adjusting them by 
other than peaceful methods. The peace 
movement follows, logically and neces- 
sarily, two distinct lines of endeavor. 
A great number of the best and wisest 
men of the leading nations are seri- 
ously at work in the effort to build up 
and develop a great code of interna- 
tional law which shall secure the ad- 
herence of the nations as 
ing the principles of equity and justice 
in their dealings. with each  oth- 
er. and to supply proper instruments, 
such as international courts. for the 
administraton of the code. The great 
conference at The Hague, the interpar- 
liamentary unions, various associations 
for the judicial settlement of interna- 
tional disputes, the international bureau 
of American republics, with its Cen- 
tral American high court, the syste- 
matic investigation and study of present 
so-called international law, which, it is 
understood, will be the first work un- 
dertaken under Mr. Carnegie’s. munifi- 
cent donation of $10,000,000 to the cause 
of the world’s peace—these and other 
agencies are actively at work to de- 
velop for the nations a body of rea- 
sonable law to govern their inter- 
relations. s 

Progress Will Be Slow. 


“Progress will be slow ang temporary 
expedients, such as arbitration treaties 
and courts of special and limited juris- 
diction cat } be all that will be possible 
of accomplishment for many years to 
come, but the purpose of this branch of 
the peace movement is clear, and its 
ultimate consummation we may believe 
to be certain.

Methods of War. 

He spoke of The Hague tribunal of 
1899, when twenty-six nations met and 
agreed on certain propositions con- 
cerning methods of war and arbitra- 
tion. « The Hague tribunal of 1907 went 
! much further and in its councils forty- 

three nations were represented. A 
'eourt of arbitration was established 
and all the nations concurred on a per- 
i'manent court to decide questions re- 
garding prizes taken at sea, contra- 
band gaods and the inviolability of 
| neutral vessels. 
| “The United States of America stands 
foremost among nations in the recog- 
nition of the majesty of the law,” he 
continued. “One unique thing 
|}system is the supreme court of the 
'tnited States which decides differences 
‘arising between individuals of differ- 
lent states. Does anyone dispute its 
'\judgments? There is the model for 
'an international court.” 

Dr. White then called attention to 
the fact that although Secretary Root’s 
suggestion to The Hague court some 
years ago that the jurisdiction of the 
prize eourt be extended did not find 
favor, the same suggestion, made late- 
ly. by Secretary Knox, has been favor- 
ably received by forty-one out of forty- 
six nations. 

What Peace Would Mean. 

The speaker showed the fallacy of 
arguments to the effect that the aboli- 
tion of war would mean the death of 
patriotism and virility, showing that 
these desirable qualities could be-~in- 
duced much more successfully by less 
barbarous means. He then closed as 
follows: 

“IT regard the proposal to hold a mass 
meeting in Atlanta at an early day to 
express the approval by our people of 
the proposed general arbitration treaty 


| between the United States and Great 


i Britain, which is the most advanced 
step yet suggested in the progress to- 
ward the reign of international law,
